We nil got six days' leave Just af- 
ter we arrived, so 1 spent as much 
as 1 could up in Scotland, ami cer- 
.tuinly did enjojy myself. 

There are quite a number of Mc- 
Gill men here at the depot, "Waddy" 
Sutherland. Wit Bailey, Brie Pope, 
; Howie Balm, Hugh Cromblc, Stan 
I Cole, Koelle (Arch. '17), and "Plut" 
1 Wilson, who Just arrived on a draft 
lust week, and is now in quarantine. 
1 due to nn outbreak of measles. 

Jim Shauly and l.afolley left last 
night for Bramshott, where they are 
going to bo instructors in military 
engineering. I have not seen Bol; 
Eadie since 1 came over, as he has 
been away with a bunch of men 
building sonic huts. 

There are a great many country 
houses in this district, most of 
which 1 think belong to retired Lon- 
doners, who hnve given over the life 
of the city. A few of these have been 
taken over by the military authori- 
ties for the use of the officers, so 
we have comfortable quarters, any- 
way. 

Part of my leave I spent in Lon- 
don, and while there mot quite a few 
of the hoys hack from the front on 
Xlmis. leave. Loudon is all right 
through the day, hut at night it is 
a dark hole, and unless one knows 
where they are going, one is up 
against it, and their only salvation is 
a taxi. 1 found the best and cheapest 
way to travel Is in the tube, as It Is 
very hard to lose oneself if enough 
cure is taken. 

I diil lose myself one night, after 
1 came buck from Scotland. We 
went to a show, and going home, 
thought we would take the tube. Well, 
we got to the nearest station to the 
I hotel, but turned in tin; wrong direc- 
: lion, and after walking about half a 
{ mile, decided we were on the wrong 
I route, so after consulting a "bobby" 
wo verified our decision, and had to 
1 walk back to where we started, and 
after we did get there we walked 
around the block six times before 
striking the right street. It is just 
about as easy to get lost out here 
al camp, as there are so many roads 
running in all directions, and you 
I have to he careful which turning you 
I take Til 10 other day we were out on 
a road reconnaissance, and took a 
I wrong turning, and lauded up in a 
village about two miles from where 
we should have finished. 

The work here is very interesting; 
at present we are on a field works 
course, which includes entrenching, 
wire entanglements, bridges, and it 
we happen 10 he near a ten room, 
drinking afternoon ten, which is a 
habit most of us are falling into. 

On Saturday night I attended a 
reception given by Sir Arthur and 
Lady Conan Doyle, whoso home is 
quite near Hie camp, and who have 
about forty officers over every Sat- 
urday night. We spent a very pleas- 
ant and interesting evening, us Sir 
Arthur showed us many souvenirs of 
his travels, each having a history of 
its own.

q "Liquidation of Austria." 

Tlie new ruler of Austro-Hungary 
has come lo tlie throne ai a critical 
juncture; the fortunes of I lie new i 
emperor being In all probability in as 
precarious a conditions us those 
of his predecessor, Francis Jos- \ 
epli, who came "to (ho throne amid' 
tlie turmoil of revolution. However, 
the reins of power remained with the 
Hnpsburgs by a very niirrow margin. 
Now, again their power is threatened, 
ami Charles I. l-.as many serions 
problems to face. 

Perhaps one of Hie most important 
factors which will decide- Hie final 
risç to power, or subjugation of this 
dynasty, will be the personality and 
character of the new ruler. Of that 
wo know little. If, however, lie lias 
character and personality; there Is 
no doubt bin that his first thought 
will lie the future relationship of 
Austria and Prussia, 

Since the beginning of the war 
Prusslanisni lias dominated the Ans 
tro-Hungarlnn Empire in everything, 
The German General Staff control 
her armies, and (hey are subjected 
to (hé somewhat galling treatment 
of having German officers. Ger- 
many's project of Berllll to Bagdad 
now stands forth dearly, and their 
ambition to control Austria has now 
become very apparent. 

What the attitude of the new Ftn- 
peror, to this policy of Pah-German- 
ism which has invaded his country, 
will be, Is more than we can guess. We 
can hardly think that a man of spirit 
such as we may expect Charles I. to 
be, will look forward lo Hie prospect 
of perpetual dependence on the Ho- 
henzollerns for his power witli much 
pleasure. We are receiving rumours 
every day which point to the fact 
that he considers that their Influ- 
ence has been excessive, particular- 
ly In Hungary. These rumours point 
to tlie probable resignation of Count 
Tiszu. the Prime Minister of Hun- 
gary. 

In regards to this, a danger to the 
Allies which must be watched for is 
tlie acceptance, too readily, of the 
restlessness of Austria under the 
yoke of the Hun. 

Pan-Gqrmanlsm can he frustrated 
In several ways, all which tend to- 
ward the ultimate end of their activi- 
ties in this line throughout Europe, 
Perhaps the most important of these 
would he the development of an In- 
dependent spirit among the Austro- 
llungarlan peoples, throwing off the 
German yoke. 

Such a course of action on the part 
of these countries would of course of- 
fer a simple solution to the European 
problem; but we should consider, 
even if such did come lo be the case, 
whether in justification to Hie peo- 
ples of these countries the Allies 
should aid tlie prolongation of tin 
Hapsbttrg dynasty. Il is plain (hat 
this dynasty holds ils power in de- 
fiance of nationality ami democracy, 
Apparently this house of Hapsburg 
tlie least vestige of decent
